The enthronement of young 
Henry Pu-Yi as Emperor of Man« 
chukuo tomorrow marks the cul- 


mination of a long series of historic 
incidents on which world attention 
has been focussed. 

These include Japanese military 
occupation of Manchuria, creation 
of the state of Manchukuo as a re- 
sult of that occupation, condemna- 
tion by other powers of Japan's 
action and Japan's resignation from 
the League of Nations. The inde- 
pendent state of Manchukuo was 
proclaimed Feb. 18, 1932. 

The Japanese claimed the people 
of Manchuria desired independence, 
and this independence was declar- 
ed at Mukden March 1, the day be- 
fore Mr. Pu-Yi became Manchu- 
kuo's administrator, ostensibly by a 
group of Chinese leaders. 

* Japan resigned from the League 
March 27, 1933, after a League in- 
vestigating commission, headed by 
Lord Lytton, charged Japanese 
bayonets carved out the new coun- 
try. 


Japan's traditional policy has 
been one of “interest” in Manchur- 
ia, and in the autumn of 1931, mil-

One of Dollfuss’ :aides, Prince 
Ernst von Starhemberg, meanwhile 
declared laws banishing members 
of the Hapsburg dynasty from Aus- 
tria and confiscating their property 
must be repealed. 

Thé question of a possible restora- 
tion of the Hapsburg monarchy, the 
Heimwehr commander said, “is al- 
most impossible to answer. We are 
in the midst of our work of recon- 
struction and are not sure it could 
be kept a purely Austrian question.” 

Chancellor Dollfuss said “parts of 
upper Austria were centres of riots 
—which explains the necessity of 
such measures.” 

“Everything is quiet in all Aus- 
tria, including the frontier dis- 
trict,” Chancellor Dollfuss said. 

As for the Czechoslovakian bor- 

er, the chancellor declared that “I 
can tell you emphatically that no 
shifting of troops has been ordered 
in that section,” 


TRUCE EXPIRES TODAY 

Prince Von Starhemberg said he 
expected development on the bor- 
der today, but repeated a warning:

Premier Pattullo says British Columbia will 
not repudiate any of its bonds. The Govern- 
ment will invite the bond-holders to surrender 
their holdings and accept bonds drawing a 
lower rate of interest. 

The plan will succeed, as similar voluntary 
refunding schemes succeeded in Great Britain, 
in Australia and in South Africa. There is no 
reason to suppose Canadians who have lent 
|} money to their governments are any less 
||. patriotic than residents of these other countries. 

The difference is that Canadian holders of 
|| government bonds have not been asked to 
accept their share of the income-slashing that 
has been forced upon all other classes in the 
|| country. They have been treated as a preferred 
|} group, the uncomplimentary inference being 
that they would refuse to accept a cut in in- 
terest rates if they were asked to. 
| That assumption is wholly gratuitous, since 
the bond-holders have not been put to the test. 
Mr. Pattullo has a better opinion of this class of 
Canadians, and will ask them as a matter of 
good citizenship to help pull the province out 
of its difficulties. Governments of the other 
provinces, and the Dominion Government, 
should have done that long ago. 


TROUBLE IN THE CAMPS 

A week or so ago a large number of men 
quit the relief work camps west of Edmonton 
and came into town. A few days later there 
| was a general exodus from a camp in the 
Kootenay. Now comes news of trouble in the 
camp in Elk Island Park. 

This widespread epidemic of dissatisfaction 
bespeaks a common cause, or a remarkable set 
of coincidences. The head of the Alberta Relief 
Commission says it is all the work of agitators. 
|| That may or may not be the case. In any event, 
| agitators cannot. succeed in persuading home- 
less men to leave bed and board and cut them- 
selves off from assistance of any kind, unless 
there is a ground of grievance upon which to 
|| base the appeals. 

A frank and open investigation of the whole 
relief camp set-up would be more informing 
than statements from officials who have to 
function as buffers between the demands of 
the relief men for better treatment and the de- 
mands of the governments that they keep down 
the cost of relief. 

Even without such investigation it is obvious 
that where men are paid only twenty cents a 
day plus board the relief camps are more likely 
|} to be hot-beds of discontent than havens of 
} peace, The root fact is that these unfortunate 
men are being exploited, and know it. In those 
circumstances it takes good tact as well as good 
cooking n contented with their lot. 


TIME FOR AN ELiCTION 

Rumors persist that dissension is rife in the 
ranks of the supporters of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment in the legislature. The cleavage may 

be serlous enough to Uieaten a Lieakdown or a 
blow-up before the session ends, or it may be 
only a family quarrel for which the party whips 
can arrange a truce and preserve the appear- 
ance of solidarity. 

That is a matter of internal party concern 
and discipline, The public aspect of the matter 
|| is that if there is not dissatisfaction, and serious 
|| dissatisfaction, among the Government members 
these have ceased to represent the ternper of 
their constituents. Outside the house there is 
a gathering spirit of protest against a continu- 
ance of the present situation; partly on account 
of the personnel of the cabinet, and partly be- 
cause nobody knows what kind of a Govern- 
ment it is or what it is heading for. 

Last month the U.F.A, convention merged 
that party politically in the C.C.F, and de- 
manded the adoption of certain specific lines of 
| policy in accord with the platform of that 
organization, This placed the Government in 
an embarrassing position from which it should 
have taken prompt steps to extricate itself. 
The public should have been told forthwith 
where the Government stands on the question 
of nationalizing land, on the teaching of politi- 
|| cal doctrines in schools; and generally on the 
application of C.C.F. policies tu the administra- 
tion of provincial affairs, 

That information has not been forthcoming. 
The public have been treated as though it were 
none of their business. The necessary reaction 
is the dissipation of popular confidence in the 
ministry. People cannot retain confidence in a 
Government whose cbjectives are not defined, 
whose appropriate name even is a matter of 
uncertainty, Have we still a U.F.A. govern- 
ment, or has it become a C.C.F. government, 
or a hybrid? Who knows what it stands for? 
1] If there had been no need of a general elec- 
tion before, the action of the U.F.A, convention 
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made an election inevitable, if we are to have 
a return to responsible government, based on 
the known and declared will of the electors. 
The one way to clarify the situation, and to give 
either the present or some other cabinet a plain 
and recognized right to govern, is to dissolve 
the legislature at the end of the session and go 
to the country.

I sometimes think that we may not appreci- 
ate laughter as a possible help 
to health. Undoubtedly, 
laughter is found most often 
in health, and a_ happy, 
hearty Jaugh is frequently 
used in expressing an over- 
flow of abundant vitality. 
We say of a person who is 
always ready to laugh that he 
is just “bubbling over”. Fre- 
quently, the bubbling over 
takes the form of contagious, 
rollicking laughter such as is

so often found among healthy children. 

Watch the faces of those whom you like at 
first sight and I am sure you will find they have 


a cheerful expression. You will be likely to be 
drawn to that person who has “laughing 
wrinkles” around the eyes, and a jolly laugh or 
a cheerful chuckle. 

The ability to laugh at our troubles is a 
blessing as it relieves strain and tension. While 
the healthy person laughs fairly often, the sick 
person laughs seldom and a patient with liver 
trouble or with stomach trouble finds it hard 
to see the sunny side of life. The face of the 
sick person drops downward and after the 
same person is returned to health, the whole 
appearance of the face changes and the mouth 
is then ready to turn upward at the corners. 

One of the benefits of smiling or of laugh- 
ing is that in doing it you lift the muscles of 
the face upward, Laughter thus becomes a 
way of giving yourself a natural face lifting 
treatment. Go over to your mirror and watch 
your face while you smile. You will quickly 
see that the muscles are lifted upward. Place 
your fingers over your cheek and you will 
feel the flesh raised up from one quarter to 
one-half inch just by smiling. 

Another benefit from laughter is that the 
act of laughing serves as a natural massage 
of the internal organs, and a hearty laugh is a 
good liver treatment. Put your hand over your 
diaphragm just below the chest—now laugh 
heartily and you will feel these parts of the 
body vibrate. You will also feel the movement 
of a good laugh in the front part of the throat. 

Laughter likewise has a mental or psycho- 
logical reaction and your troubles seem easier 
to bear after a laugh. He who can get a laugh 
out of minor mishaps has formed a constructive 
mental habit. You may feel that you can not 
laugh because you have no sense of humor, but 
I feel sure you can learn to laugh at the funny 
things of life. 

Yes, laughter is helpful to health and the 
person who can laugh will get well more rapidly 
than the person who is always gloomy. I want 
you to watch and see how you feel the next 
time that you come out of the motion picture 


theatre after having seen a good comedy. You 
will note an increase in well-being. After 
hilarious laughter, you feel as though your 


vitality has been aroused, you feel stimulated, 
you face life .10re light-heartedly. Get all the 
fun and laughter out of life you possibly can 
and remember the saying, “Laugh and the 
world laughs with you!”

A Day in Canadian History 


During the early days of the 
British occupation of Quebec 
there was considerable desertion 
from the troops in garrison, some 
slipping over the border to wan- 
der through the wilds of Maine 
and Vermont; to eventually find 
refuge in Boston or New York, 
others going to Upper Canada on 
their own, thereby . sacrificing 
their chance of securing the land 
grants which they would other- 
wise have got on the expiration 
of their service. So serious did 
this weakening of the garrison be- 
come that Governor Hope on 
February 28, 1786 issued this 
proclamation, quaint in its 
language to the present gener- 
ation: 

“As an encouragement’ to 
deserters who may be willing to 
return to their Duty, but from 
which they may be_ deterred 
through fear of that exemplary 
punishment prescribed by the 
Law for the Crime of Desertion

THE BANK OF CANADA 
Editor Bulletin: — The Radio 
Commission has announced that 
the long promised Central Bank 
will be on its way soon. It is 
interesting to everyone to see just 
how it will affect conditions gen- 


erally, but there appears little 
hope of anything startling. 

The Bank of Canada as it will 
be named is to be privately own- 
ed. This, however, is contrary to 
public opinion and nearly every- 
one would rather the profits re- 
vert to the Government for re- 
duction of taxation than to a 
privileged few. 

The par value of the shares is 
to be $100.00. This is far too high 
for any ordinary man to consider 
and especially farmers today 
whom the bank is to help most. 
Shares of a value of $10.00 would 
be more appropriate. 

We are acsured that chartered 
banks and directors of the central 
bank cannot participate as share- 
holders. This, however, means 
nothing as the immediate mem- 
bers of their families and their 
friends would not be barred. 

The Dominion and Provincial 
Governments are to borrow their 
money from this bank but there 
is nothing caid about cities and 
municipalities. No doubt they are 
to go to Wall Street or do with- 
out and instead concentrate on 
paying taxes and supporting re- 
lief 

Then last but not least the 
chartered banks are to be given 
10 years to redeem their note is- 
sue, Why in the name of heaven 
the bank and loan structures of 
Canada were not consolidated un- 
der government contre! | cannot 
say, for then Canada could have 
proceeded toward a managed and 
stabilized currency, 

This is, however, nearly im- 
possible until the issue of bank 
credit is curtailed and Dominion 
notes issued instead. ;

MISUNDERSTANDING

porsible that our depression 1s 
due to the widespread misunder- 
standing of the meaning of the 
word “land’’?

much more the third, as the land 
must be broken up and allowed 
to lie idle for a season before it || 
can be seeded, 

General misunderstanding about 
land may account for the depres- || 
sion.

The general feeling was against 
the translation bureau by opposi- 
tion members holding that the pre- 
sent situation is preferable, with 
the parliamentary translators uoder 
the control of parliament, Mr 
Cahan’s bill proposed to take the 91 
translators in the Government de- 
partments, including those who 
work on legislature bills, debates 
and other documents, and put them 
in his own department, detailing 
translators to whatever department 
needed, 

Opinion was in favor of the cen- 
tral bank, but there was some dif- 
ference of opinion on the question 
of ownership of the capital stock 
of five millions. While in favor of 
public ownership to the fullest ex- 
tent, it was admitted there might 
be something to be said for the gov- 
ernment’s proposed director-share- 
holder control which is in vogue 
in many of the central banks in 
other nations.

TRUTHS FROM PSYCHOLOGY 

Psychology is an _ interesting 
study, particularly the New Psy- 
chology, but in the abstract it is 
of no great use to the average man 
or woman, because it is involved 
and easily misunderstood, and 
offers many problems that even the 
greatest scientists have not master- 
ed. Abstract psychology in itself is 
of no tremendous use in every day 
life, 

However, fortunately, we have 
a certain solution in the fact that 
behaviorists have sifted its simpler 
and more practical truths, applied | 
them to children and have turned 
out something of decided help. 

I not only suggest that every 
mother possess, if possible, a good 
book on child problems, but urge it. 


the simpler truths of character 
science just as it took sense to use 
the best in tradition. In other words 
a little knowledge is a dangerous | 
thing and half-baked knowledge 
still worse. 

All parents make mistakes. They 
make them mostly by thinking of 
a child as an adult. 

By enlarging their own horizon 
they will learn that all mental and | 
character processes must grow, and | 
in the growing manifest themselves 
in various and sometimes unfortun- 
ate ways—to our way of thinking 
They will be more interested and 
understanding. Child training is not 
a fad. It is more than a hobby. 

Let not big words discourage you. 
These are few in number and simple | 
in meaning. The involved processes | 
of the mind can never hope to be 
thoroughly understood by the lay- 
men-—-it takes years to turn out a 
cpecialist and still the mind retains 
many of its secrets. But a general 
idea of the dangers of certain child- 
hood experiences is a_ splendid 
equipment for all parents,
